Charles C. Carpenter was born in

ous and honorable service. During,the 
Spanish war he was recalled from his 
retirement to act as commandant of 
the Portsmouth navy yard in place of 
Commodore Remy, who had hoisted 
bis flag on the receiving ship Lancas- 
ter at Key West.
